Do 
you  have  a  token  that  displays  some  variation,  but 
doesn't  necessarily  warrant  a  new  listing  in  the 
catalogue?  If  so,  why  not  report  your  varieties  in 
the  “Variety  Department’'  section?  In  this  Edition 
of  Scrip  Talk  we  take  a  look  at  10  pieces  from 
Kilsyth,  WV.  These  tokens  were  probably  all 
minted  by  the  firm  of  Meyer  &  Wenthe,  Chicago, 
Ill.  With  currently  13  different  varieties  known, 
the  big  question  is  simply  “Why???”  Perhaps  an 
astute  reader  can  give  a  plausible  explanation!

(This  is  the  third  installment  in  what  we  hope  will  be  a  continuing  series  of  interviews  with  long-time  NSCA  members.) 


Steve  Ratliff,  a  recently  retired  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  now  living  in  Florida's 
Panhandle  (Steve  was  born  at  Richland's  Va  and  lived  at  Grundy,  Va  until  about  age  6),  was  a  recently 
discharged  veteran  returning  home  from  Viet  Nam  when  he  inadvertently  received  his  First  piece  of 
scrip.  Steve  went  to  visit  his  grandmother.  As  they  talked,  she  opened  her  purse,  one  of  those  little 
leather  coin  purses  ladies  carried  back  then,  and  gave  him  an  old  half  dollar  coin  and,  along  w  ith  a  dollar 
piece  of  scrip  issued  by  the  Banner  Raven  Coal  Corp.  of  Russell  County,  Virginia,  (VA  843  A 100)  that 
she  said  was  earned  by  his  grandfather  at  Drill  the  day  his  father  was  born.  That  gesture  “set  the  hook"! 

This  simple  treasure  sent  Steve  on  a  long  and  winding  search  that  led  him  to  Walter  Caldwell. 
Remember,  this  was  in  the  late  sixties:  coin  and  token  collectors  paid  coal  scrip  no  respect.  There  was 
no  National  Scrip  Collectors*  Association  (NSCA),  at  least  not  formally.  There  was  no  Edkins  ’ 
Catalogue .  no  Internet,  but  somehow  Steve  found  a  gentleman  “way  up  in  West  Virginia*'  who  knew  all 
about  this  strange  token.  He  called  it  “scrip".  Walter  took  the  time  to  tell  Steve  all  about  the  scrip 
system  in  the  coalfields,  and  then  sent  him  several  pieces  as  a  gift.  Steve  Ratliff  was  “hooked"  on  scrip! 

Shortly  thereafter,  while  visiting  his  “Uncle  Pete",  the  treasurer  and  a  deacon  in  the  Grundy, 

(VA)  Church  of  Christ,  Steve  told  him  of  the  gift  from  his  grandmother.  Over  the  years  Uncle  Pete  had 
been  removing  scrip  from  the  offering  plates  (replacing  it  with  his  currency).  He  brought  out  this 
accumulation  of  scrip  and  gave  Steve  a  pocket-full  of  scrip!  Not  long  afterwards,  a  coin  collector  from 
North  Dakota  sold  him  a  coffee  can  full  of  coal  scrip,  including  tokens  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

Oddly,  this  Ole  Timer  has  never  attended  a  NSCA  meeting  because  his  duties  as  a  school 
administrator  always  conflicted.  Many  members,  however,  have  known  of  Steve  from  a  distance  as  an 
avid  and  very  knowledgeable  scrip  collector.  Steve  preceded  my  membership  in  1974.  and  is  proud  to 
be  Member  No.  69!  He  collected  quietly,  helping  our  organization  from  afar.  Over  the  years,  he  has 
had  various  duties  with  Scrip  Talk ,  most  recently  as  the  Free  Ads  Editor.  In  the  nineties,  he  co-edited 
the  Third  Edition  of  Edkins  ’  Volume  /,  adding  immensely  to  our  collective  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

When  asked  about  favorite  memories  of  this  unique  hobby,  the  sage  “ole  timer"  recounted 
having  many  years  ago  talked  Walter  Caldwell  into  selling  him  a  three  cent  piece  of  scrip  (Fork 
Mountain,  TN  Edkins  1045  D3)  from  the  Ancil  Donohue  collection,  the  only  known  scrip  of  this 
denomination.  Steve  paid  the  unheard  of  price  of  $100.00  at  that  time,  only  to  learn  several  years  later 
that  in  the  far-away  coalfields  of  Appalachia,  heavy  equipment  had  bulldozed  into  the  commissary  vault 
at  Fork  Mountain,  TN,  unearthing  hundreds  of  the  once  rare  tokens!  His  true  R-10  had  instantly  become 
an  R-l ! 


That  first  Banner  Raven  dollar,  the  rare  three  cent  piece,  and  a  $20.00  Mary  Helen  token 
(Coalgood,  KY  Edkins  #609  A2000)  picked  up  in  the  unlikely  location  of  Daytona,  are  his  favorite 
pieces,  among  hundreds  gathered  over  the  past  45  years  or  so. 

It  is  an  honor  to  focus  this  month's  “Ole  Timers"  article  on  a  scrip  collector  extraordinaire,  Steve  Ratliff.

In  the  1912  annual  report  for  the  6th  district, 
Lewis  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  mine  is  listed  as  being  near 
Cabin  Creek  Junction.  S.  A.  Lewis  is  the 
superintendent 

In  the  1917  annual  report  Lewis  Coal  &  Coke  Co. 
has  W.W.  Lewis  as  superintendent  and  George 
Workman  as  foreman. 

The  1919  Bradstreet  does  not  have  S.  A.  Lewis 
listed  in  Chelyan,  There  are  three  stores  listed: 
Chelyan  Grocery,  E.  H.  Hasting  and  Black  & 

Calvert  as  G.  S. 

In  an  issue  of  May,  1986  Scrip  Talk  there  is  a  list 
that  has  S.  A.  Lewis  ordering  1000  pieces  of  scrip  in 
1919  to  be  delivered  to  Cabin  Creek  Junction. 

It  appears  that  Chelyan  and  Cabin  Creek  are 
within  one  mile  or  so. 

Dodrill  has  Lewis  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  listed  in 
Chelyan  from  1911  to  1920  with  80  employees. 
Conclusion:  Is  Coal

ISC-l-B 

An  (Jiiconinion  Reverse  Die 


Back  in  1978,  when  Stuart  Brown  published  his 
book  “SCRIP",  he  noted  on  page  1 89  a  very 
interesting  “Pat.  Pend.”  reverse  die  of  the  Ingle- 
Schierloh  manufacture.  A  most  curious  variety,  the 
ISC-l-B,  as  Brown  identified  it,  has  a  conspicuous 
numeral  “1”  found  in  the  center  of  the  meridians  of 
ISC's  trademark  logo.  Brown  depicted  the  reverse  of 
the  10  token  from  the  Belle  Mead  Coal  Company, 
Sabine,  WV(Edkins  #2489)  and  notes  that  this  die  may 
be  unique  to  this  company,  and  unique  in  the  10 
denomination. 

This  particular  reverse  die  is  indeed  of  rare  usage, 
and  in  the  years  since  Brown  published  his 
observations,  your  editor  has  located  only  two  more  10 
tokens  with  the  ISC-l-B  usage:  Elkhom  Piney  Coal 
Mining  Company,  Powellton,  WV  (Edkins  #2269)  and 
White  Oak  Fuel  Co.,  No  4,  Whipple,  WV  (Edkins 
#3003). 

With  the  discovery  of  these  two  additional  ISC-l-B 
usages,  it  is  apparent  that  there  were  at  least  two 
different  dies  used.  The  most  readily  identifiable  and 
distinguishing  feature  being  the  marking  used  between 
the  “IN  MDSE.  ONLY”  and  the  “NON  TRANSF.” 

On  the  Sabine  token  the  separating  mark  is  a  dash 
and  on  the  Powellton  and  Whipple  tokens  it  is  a  dot 

While  the  ISC-l-B  was  a  scarcely  used  reverse  die, 
the  Sabine  token  is  common  (R-l),  but  the  Powellton 
and  Whipple  tokens  quite  rare  (currently  unlisted). 
Surely  the  Ingle-Schierloh  Co.  would  have  used  this 
die  on  more  than  just  three  different  tokens. 

I  wonder  if  other  readers  can  report  any  additional 
usages  of  ISC- 1  -B?  If  you  know  of  other  usages  of 
this  reverse  die,  send  me  the  identification  information 
and  we’ll  report  it  in  future  issues  of  Scrip  Talk!

INSURANCE  CREDIT  SYSTEM 

Reverse  Die  Types  and  Their  Classifications 


The  following  are  the  reverse  die  types  that  your  editor  has  encountered  to  date.  Lists,  such  as  this,  are 
always  susceptible  to  being  updated  from  time  to  time  as  new  information  is  received.  You  are  encouraged 
to  report  new  information  so  that  we  can  make  this,  and  future  reports,  as  complete  as  possible. 


The  varieties  listed  below  identify  not  only  the  major  varieties,  but  also  make  allowance  for  minor  ones,  too. 
A  major  variety  is  identified  as  one  in  which  legend  wording  is  different,  or  the  presence  or  absence  of  an 
inner  circle.  Minor  varieties,  however,  are  those  which  describe  the  location  and/or  shape  of  the  triangle. 
The  most  encountered  of  the  minor  varieties  are  those  identified  as  “inside  triangle'’  (the  triangle  is 
completely  inside  the  inner  circle,  or  just  touches  the  inner  circle);  the  “outside  triangle”  (the  triangle’s 
left/right  angles  extend  outside  the  inner  circle);  and  the  somewhat  uncommon  type  where  the  triangle's 
lower  angles  (usually  the  left  angle)  just  barely  breaches  the  inner  circle. 


This  listing  expands  upon  the  identification  chart  used  by  Stuart  Brown  in  his  book  “SCRIP'’,  with  some 
changes  and  additions.  It  is  by  no  means  complete  and  the  identification  designators  (“ID’s)  are  subject  to 
change  as  new  information  is  received.  Here,  the  ID's  are  my  effort  to  separate  one  type  from  another  and 
the  chart  gives  the  know  n  occurrences  within  each  denomination  of  each  type.

lo  date,  thirteen  different  le  pieces  have  been  recorded.  Out  of  the  thirteen  tokens  noted,  there  were 
nine  (9)  different  obverse  dies  and  ten  (10)  different  reverse  dies.  1  found  that  regarding  the  obverse  dies, 
the  tvpes  that  shared  the  same  die  were  as  follows:  #1  and  #5;  #7,  #8  and  #10;  #9  and  #11.  Regarding  the 
rev erse  dies,  the  types  that  shared  the  same  die  were  as  follows:  #2,  #4  and  #5;  #  1 0  and  #11.  How  many 
other  varieties  exist  that  haven't  been  recorded?  And  the  big  question  is  why  so  many  varieties?  Surely 
there  weren't  thirteen  different  orders.  Perhaps  Meyer  &  Wenthe  ran  several  machines  at  a  time  to  fill 
orders,  requiring  multiple  dies.  It  still  begs  the  question,  why  were  so  many  different  dies  prepared  for  this 
one  company?  We're  used  to  seeing  multiple  varieties  for  reverse  (stock)  dies,  but  here  we  have  at  least 
nine  different  obverse  dies  known.  Thus  far,  only  one  has  been  observed  with  die  cracks.  ❖

As  most  collectors  know,  and  especially  scrip  collectors,  there  are  items  listed  in  catalogues  that  are 
so  hard  to  find  that  maybe  they  just  don't  exist.  ISC  did  not  always  use  reverse  dies  of  the  same  series 
in  a  mintage  run,  by  that  1  mean,  sometimes  ISC  would  mint  Pat.  Pend  reverses  and  Des.  Pat  reverses 
while  doing  a  single  order.  Collectors  when  reporting  a  token  are  not  always  alert  to  all  the  nuances 
of  tokens.  A  case  in  study  is  Ferrell  Coal  Co.  of  Big  Creek,  West  Virginia.  Recently  while 
researching  mintages  1  found  the  following  about  Ferrell  Coal  Co.  as  listed  in  Edkins.  On  3-30-1934, 
Ferrell  Coal  Co.  entered  their  only  scrip  order  (#539)  with  ISC.

THE  STONE  MOUNTAIN 
COAL  CORPORATION 
MATEWAN,  W.VA. 


One  of  the  most  famous  (or  “infamous”)  coal  towns  in  West 
Virginia  is  the  town  of  Matewan.  Located  at  the  confluence  of  the  Tug 
Movie  poster  from  the  1987  movie  Fork  River  and  Mate  Creek  in  Mingo  County  (known  as  “Bloody 

“ MATEWAN  Mingo”  back  in  the  1920's),  Matewan  gained  national  notoriety  in  1920 

after  miners,  who  were  employed  by  the  Stone  Mountain  Coal  Corporation,  attempted  to  unionize  clashed 
with  Baldwin-Felts  Detectives  in  a  bloody  shoot-out  that  resulted  in  seven  detectives  and  three  townspeople 
dead.  The  Baldwin-Felts  Detectives  were  known  by  the  locals  as  “Baldwin  Thugs”,  and  were  hired  guns  by 
the  coal  company  to  thwart  unionization  attempts  by  most  any  means  possible. 

The  Battle  of  Matewan,  aka  the  Matewan  Massacre,  began  after  the  Baldwin-Felts  evicted  several 
families  from  the  Stone  Mountain  Coal  Corp.  houses.  The  detectives  then  had  lunch  and  were  about  to  catch 
a  train  back  to  Bluefield,  WV  when  they  were  approached  by  Matewan  Police  Chief  “Two  Gun”  Sid 
Hatfield  who,  claiming  to  have  arrest  warrants  for  the  detectives.  Then  Albert  and  Lee  Felts  produced  what 
they  claimed  was  an  arrest  warrant  for  Hatfield.  Mayor  Cabell  Testerman  viewed  the  documents  and 
pronounced  them  as  fraudulent. 

The  detectives  had  unwittingly  found  themselves  in  a  trap,  as  unbeknownst  to  them  armed  miners 
had  secreted  themselves  in  windows,  doorways  and  rooftops  of  local  businesses  nervously  awaiting  the 
moment  to  make  their  ambush.  No  one  knows  for  sure  who  fired  the  first  shot,  but  when  the  sound  of  the 
first  shot  was  made,  chaos  exploded  with  shots  flying  in  all  directions.  When  the  smoke  cleared  among  the 
fallen  were  the  Felts  brothers  and  Mayor  Testerman. 

Tom  Felts,  the  last  brother  of  Albert  and  Lee  Felts,  set  on  avenging  the  death  of  his  brothers,  sent 
undercover  operatives  to  dig  up  evidence  against  Sid  Hatfield.  Charges  against  Hatfield  were  eventually 
dismissed,  but  that  victory  was  short.  On  August  1,  1921,  the  Baldwin-Felts  Detectives  assassinated  Sid 
Hatfield  and  his  deputy  Ed  Chambers  on  the  steps  of  the  McDowell  County  Courthouse. 

In  1987  the  Battle  of  Matewan  was  brought  back  in  the  spotlight  with  the  release  of  the  movie 
“MATEWAN”.  The  film,  filmed  at  the  town  of  Thurmond,  WV  as  well  as  other  locations  within  the  New 
River  Gorge,  utilized  many  locals  in  quite  a  number  of  scenes.  Too,  famous  actors 
and  actresses  appeared  in  the  film,  such  as  Chris  Cooper.  James  Earl  Jones,  Mary 
McDonnell  and  Will  Oldham.  Visible  in  the  movie  poster  above  is  the  Thurmond 
Depot  and  houses  a  small  National  Park  Service  museum. 

As  for  tokens  from  this  company,  only  one  is  known  (Edkins  #1815  A5)  and  is 
depicted  above  (obverse)  and  at  right  (reverse).  It  is  rated  R-10  and  may  well  be  the 
only  known  example  from  this  historically  famous  company!
